Though only a little over four miles, there will have to be numerous 
small bridges and culverts in it, as it cuts the line of the drainage and the many artificial 
irrigation channels at right angles. The new road from Banka to Umerpore will also, I hope, 
be finished this year.

powers of organization and method than a small department was capable of. The new law

roads, raised only 4 feet of an average from the level of the land. Even if they were not 
immerged, yet, during thethree rainy months, when the whole country lies, under several 
feet 0! , nobody would thiuk of travelling by a road in preference to punting 
“boat, in whieh even the women here are such adepts. ‘Then, from October till the rains 
thére is hardly any necessity for roads, as one could go in any direction he liked on foot. 
It is only from tho cessation of the rains to the setting in of the cold weather, viz, during 
the month of September only, that the village roads are of any use. In my humble opinion 
nothing could ‘greater waste than the construction of these petty works of ternporary 
utility, laying out Rs. 800 per mile, particularly when we are in such erying need of some 
important thorough roads and canals.

8. Of the official members, the Executive Engineer of the Dacca Division attended 
no meetings during the year, owing in great part no doubt to a failure, since rectified, to 
give him sufficient notice. He can, however, seldom be expected to be able to time his visit 
so as'to coincide with the committee’s meetings which are held at irregular intervals. 

4. Ten mectings were called during the year, a failure to obtain a quoram occurring 
‘on one oecasion only. 

5. An abstract of particulars regarding these meetings, as well as those of the branch 
wmmittees, is submitted herewith in the preseribed form. The provisions of section 57 of 
the Road Cess-Act have been duly observed, and the papers connected with the business in 
hand are circulated beforehand, so that members attend know not only what the ques- 
tions are, but what are the details of the questions. 

6. Branch Committees.—There are branch committees at the head-quarters of each 
of the three sub-divisions, Perozepore, Patuakhali, and Bhola, constituted under section 
76 of the Aet and consequeutly they are subordinate to the district committee. Annexed 
are remarks by the sub-divisional officers on the interest evinced and the assistance reuder- 
ed by the fiembers of the branch committees of which they are respectively Chairmen.

ly ready to ask that money shall be spent, they show a marked, very possibly a 
judicious, disinclination to connect thegnselves personally with its expenditure, the result 
being that in the pujority of cases the work has been executed by contractors under the 
superintendence of the sub-divisional officers, or such members of the committee as were 
acquainted with the locality. Baboos Ambika Churn Guha and Bebari Lal Roy specially 
have in this way rendered considerable assistance. 

26, There is still much to be donein the way of improving village communications ; but 
giupled with this is the necessity for instructing applicants as to what the term “ village 
works” means, and what is the limit the committee is prepared to go to in any one instanee,

27. During the year under review the responsibility of branch committees was much 
lessened hy removing from them the charge of all t works, whether as regards main.

<I am siot at all sure that the change is a jndicious one, and I have had ta medify i dregs 
in one instance which has come under my notice. It is not at all advisable that the lol

things being neglected or mis-managed and there is no doubt of the possibility of this being 
the case under the present system. , 

28. A great obstacle experienced in the year 1877-78,1 mean the paucity of cov- 
tractors, hax been successfully combated during the year just over, and may be now said to 
have ceased to exist. When formerly all was chaos and confusion, and contractors had to be 
coaxed as it were, by a pernicious system of advances, we now have, thanks to the importa 
tion of a few contractors and a proper system of advertising for tenders, a brisk competition 
and as many as seven tenders, all backed by earnest-mouey for some of the works in hand 
‘These results have been attained by proper organization, the credit for which is due to the 
District Engineer Mr. Glover, and in the face of a considerable sebantion inthe rates for 
earthwork. The work now is not only more economically done, but thé engihecring «

1,800 received as contribation 
from Government on account of public works cess establishment, vide Board’s letter 
No. 214A, dated 26th February 1879, and to Rs, 605-9-4 received from the Collector of the 
district as a contribution from Government from the Estates Improvement Fand, aud 
Rs, 864 realized as process fees in addition to the amount that was expected to be realized. 
13, The table given below shows the percentage of both the establishment for collec- 
tion of the tax and carrying out the various works :— 
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. _ The expenditure incurred on account of the establishment for the collection of the tax 
‘and for carrying out the various works was, inclusive of the cost of printing at private 
ses and contingent charges, Rs. 20,036. The percentage on the total of Rs, 1,20,495 was 
547, a good deal less than the percentage shown during the previous year, which was 
20°42, and considerably less than the maximum percentage of 25 allowed under section 
64 of Act X of 1871. This was owing chiefly to the decrease in the amount of salary paid 
to the Engineer who acted during the absence of Mr. DeDombal, and after his death the 
substantive appointment not being filled up till November 1879, the Committee resolved 
to give the acting Engineer, Babu Asutosh Lahiri, a trial to see if he was fit for permanest 
employment as the District Engineer. Babu Asutosh Lahiri officiated as Engineer from

15. Constructing the road No, 1) from Madhupore to Tangail.—This road starts from 
the 28th mile of rond No. 1, that from Nassirabad to Suburnacolly, ‘This road will connect 
the important sub-division of Atia with the head-quarters at Nassirabad. The length of the 
road is 20 miles. The work was commenced in the year 1874-75. The aggregate expenditure 
incurred up to the close of the year has been Rs, 1,09,132-10-9, of which Rs, 9,426-10 only 
were expended during the year under report. ‘The work carried ont during the present year 
Tias been the levelling and dressing of 20 miles of the earthwork, the erection of new 
timber bridges, and the putting of hand rails to bridges already erected, and the maintenance 
of five ferries where the road was breached by the heavy floods of 1878-79. 

16. tructing the road from Ramgopalpore to Ishwarganj.—This road is a portion 
of road No. 12 from Ramgopalpore to Kishoregunge, one of the sub-divisious of this district. 
‘The length of this road is about 4 miles. The cost of this work, amounting to Rs, 9,682, has 
been sanctioned. The aggregate expenditure incurred up to date has been Rs. 8,470-7, of 
which Rs. 2,413-12-9 were expended during the year under report. The work done during 
the year was fresh earthwork ; the erection of timber bridges, hand-rails to bridges, and 
levelling and dressing three miles of the new earthwork. The road is nearly completed: some 
wing-walls to several bridges and dressing earthwork are all that are now required. 

17. Widening road No, 2 from Mymensinyh to Jamalpore,—This road is 34 miles in 
length. Jamalpore is one of the sub-divisions of this district. This work was commenced 
in the year 1876-77 : up to date it has cost Rs, 15,373-1-6, of which the expenditure during 
the year was Ra, 2,734-6-6. The work done during the year under report was principally 
fresh earthwork, the erection of four timber bridges, and levelling and dressing the 
earthwork, 

Widening the roads Nos. & and 9 from Jamalpore to Bowshibangali and thence 
to Suburnacolly.—The length of these two roads is 32 miles. Both these roads are entered 
under one head as “Jamalpore to Suburnacolly.” ‘This work has up to date cost 
Rs, 28,791-6-6, of which Rs. 6192-2 were expended during the year under report chiefly 
on fresh earthwork, erection of three timber bridges, keeping up a ferry, aud clearing jungle 
and levelling and dressing earthwork. =, = 

19. Widening the road No. 8 fromHussenpore to Kishoreganj.—This road is nine miles 
in length. ‘Che,cost of this road, amounting to Rs. 17,464, has lately been sanctioned by 
Government. This work has up to the end of the year cost Rs, 5,992-11-9, the expenditure 
during the year under report being Rs. 6,606-5-9, the work done being principally fresh 
earthwork and the erection of seven timber bridges. This work heing now finally sanctioned 
vill be vigorously pushed on. - 

~ 20, Widening road No. 29 from Kishoreganj to Katiadi—The length of this road is 
alittle more than 15 miles. The cost of completion will amount to Rs. 25,839. The project 
hs lately been submitted for sanction. The work was commenced in the year 1876-77, and 
has up to date cost Rs, 14,224-4-9, of which Rs. 4,837-10-6 were expended during the year 
under r, the work done being inci fresh earthwork, the erection of three timber 
bridges, fi era and clearing, levelling, and dressing earthwork. 

21. Widening road No, 31 from Katiadi to Nickli—This road is about cight miles in 
length. ‘The cost of this work, amounting to Rs. 18,057, has lately been sanctioned by Govern- 
ment, ‘The work was commenced iu the year 1876-77, and has up to date cost Rs. 10,794-11-3, 
of which Rs, 4,281-14-9 were expended during the year under report, the work done during 
the year ting principally fresh earthwork, ‘the erection of three timber bridges, jungle- 
clearing, and ice-levelling pet dressing. 

Ere part of the Durgapore road near Shambhuganj.—The cost of this work, 
amounting to Rs. 16,858, has been sanctioned by Government. ‘The work was commenced in 
the year 1876-77, and has up to date cost Rs, 6,265-14-8, the expenditure during the year 
being Rs. 8, chiefly on bricks for soling and foundati: i metalling.

During his absence it was extremely t 
to get an acting Engincer for the small salary of Rs. 250 permonsem, all that the Committee 
could offer. Halfof the cess year had nearly clapsed before an acting ‘Engineer could be 
obtained. This has caused a great deal of delay in the preparation and submission of the 
many plans and estimates for original works. No bricks either were burnt in December and 


January as they should have been. ¢ 
‘26, ‘The substantive nginecr, Mr. M. E. DeDombal, died on thel¥th Suly.1879, 
Hehad taken sick leave from 6th March 1879. Babu Asutosh Lahiri, n.c.&., who was 
ited to act for Mr. M. E, DeDombal, joined on the 8rd June 1879, ined in 
arge till the end of the year. Mr. M. E. DeDombal’s work I saw nothing of, as he was 
seriously ill when I took over charge of the office of Chairman, and he went on leave 
shortly afterwards, Icannot say, however, that I think he was more than an ordinary 
Engineer, His plans and estimates were returned several times by the Superintending 
Engineer, and he does not appear to have been of sufficiently active habits for an 
Engineer in such a large district as Mymensingh. Babu Asutosh Lahiri, nox, 
the acting Engineer, was energetic and hardworking, bet inched experichtn. ghaesan ip 
ther too young and inexperienced for the post of Engineer in a large and important 
istrict like this. fi 

27. Under the recommendation of the Commissioner of the Division, the SBiE of 
the District Engeneer has been reduced to Rs. 400 per mensem. 1 am doubtful of the 
expediency of such a reduction. Indeed, I think, considering the augual income to be ex- 
pended and the size and importance of the various works to be undertaken, the salary previ- 
ously given, viz. Rs. 500 per mensem, was not a bit too high. Indeed, in bus few districts in 
Bengal, except very small ones, is the salary of the Engineer so small, In most districts 
of ‘the size of Mymensingh the salary fixed is from Rs. 600 to Rs. 800 per mensem. 
Economy in the salary of the Engineer generally, 1 am of opinion, results in inferior work 
and Jess real saving in the long run. ” 

28, The Bengal Government have resolved to appoint a Divisional, Superintendent of 
District Road Fund Works for the Dacca Division, who will act under the immediate control 
of the Commissioner of tue Division. New projects for works will not now take so long a 
‘time to get sanctioned as has been heretofore the case, as our contribution cath hee 
Superintending Engineer’s salary, 4 sum of Rs. 7,600, has been provided for in the current 
year’s budget cstimates. This proposal, | doubt not, will be a great improvement and lead 
20 a stricter and more frequent inspection of the works undertaken by the Dat Road Ces 
Committee. Major R. G. Smith, ux., Superintending Engineer of the Eastern Circle, 
Public Works Department, recently came here to inspect this district (both Public Works 

and district roads), but no inspection of the district roads have been made 
by him. An inspection by such a professional superior should now and ‘be made.

| 80. _'The accounts of the en were audited, as required by section 88 of Act X of 1871, 
by the Vice-Chairman and ettallowing thee members of the Committee, viz, Mr. T. 
VeDombal, Dr. James Moorhead, and Babu Ganga Dass Guba, and a copy of their re 

is appended. ‘The accounts of the District Road Committee and District Eugincer’s offices 
were examined by Mr, Alexander Wilson, Deputy Examiner of Public Works Aceounts, 
Bengal, on the 9th August 1879, who noted that ‘the books of both offices are written uj 
by the accountant Babu Monick Chand Bysack, who, from the excellent order in whicl 
the office wat found, appears \o understand his work well and to perform it satisfactorily.” 
‘The District Engineer's office has been separated from that of the Committee with effect 
from Ist October 1879. 

$1. As regards the working of the road cess system, it may now be said to have 
become a regular settled institution, and is, I think, fairly popular with all parties. Certainly 
there are no grumblings against it. | The people generally arc aware that the proceeds of the 
cess are properly’ expended locally and that they get their money’s worth. The Act has been 
in full force im the district for four years now, and I hear none of those complaints about 
its enforcement that it was prophesied there would be when the law was about first to be 
bought into operation. 

82, This report is a supplementary one to that which was submitted in a brief prelim 
inary form with this office No. 277R, daied the 20th Jime 1879, in which all the works 
jn progress during the first eight months of the past year have been stated in detail, as 
required in paragraph 3 of the circular order No, 50, dated 28rd July 1873. It will be 
pameces to detail here again all the works approved of by you for execution, as per 
budget and supplementary estimates for the current cess year 1879-80 by your letters 
Nos. 806R, 483R, and 89R, dated the 2lst August, 13th September, and 17th October 
1879 respectively, 

88. The chief object the Committee have in view for the year 1879-80 is to get the 
Nossirabad to Suburnacolly road into thorough order, so as to admit of its being travelled on 
throughout the year uninterruptedly. To effect this will cost a considerable sum of money, 
but this line of communication is of the utmost importance, us it will bring the district 
into more direct communication with the steam traffic on the river Jamuna and so with the 
outer world, At present Mymensingh has to depend almost entirely on country boats for 
yatage and traffic to Goalundo or Serajgani. 

34. In conclusion, I have to state that Babu Khettra Nath Banerji, head overseer, 
tas done well during the year. At a pinch he can act as District Engineer. Babu Manick 
Chand Bysack, head clerk and accountant, has also done very efficient work.

In the southern part of the district near Chandpore, the 
floods were also higher than usual, and these high floods were affected by the Megna river 
Peo far as Hajigunge on the Dakatiar river.

iguuge the floods were lower than usual, In the Goomti river, also, the floods this year 

were low. 
9. Planting trees.—A considerable number of fruit-trees have been planted along

It will probably be better to sow the seed in the pot in which it is to remain until 
transplanted to its place at the road-side in future, as there will be a saving of labour in 
this way, besides the top root escaping with less risk of injury. ‘Another advantage of the 
pot system is that plants can be put out at almost any time of the year. It was not found 
to succeed well to sow the seeds out, except for about 15 or 20 days towards the end of May, 
as the seedlings required so much care in weeding, watering, and shading while young ; if 
sown at other times, the mallees could only look after a limited number, 

The expenditure on trees has been met from the annual repair estimates and it amounts 
to Rs, 3,078. 

10. intendence of works.—The works of the other branch committees, were 
inspected and their works and measurement books checked when possible by the District 
Engineer, but they were all frequently inspected and measurements checked and reported on 
monthly by the overseers. The Chairmen of the Brahmanberia and Chandpore branch 
committees inspected several of the works during their winter tour. The Chairman of 
Muradnagur branch committee reports that their Vice-Chairman has inspected the works 
under the brauch committee. 

‘The Superintending Engineer in the month of July last, inspected some of the district 
yoads. ‘The construction of some of the bridges on the road from Chandpore to Nayan- 
pore was fc by him to have been done in an unworkmanlike manner; and the late over- 
seers, Baboos Tarack Chandra Gupta, and Girish Chandra Bhar, who were in charge of the 
works, were discharged before they were confirmed in their appointments by order of the 
Government of Bengal, No. 18671, of the 11th August 1879.
